NOW AND THEN. 

How different is the condition of ftf- 
faira in the city and province now 
from what it was a year ago. TJlen 
everything was in a state of uncertain- 
ty and men were discouraged by tlie 
experience of the past and filled with 
doubt and misgivings as to the pro.s- 
pebts of the f liture. The past present- 
ed nothing but., periods of :letliar<,'y 
vaned by: spasmodic intervals of blua- 
derii^g and failure on the part of the 

^administrations in power, and scarcely 
a measure of any importance passed 
the house that did not, when it came 
to be tested, prove a broken cistern 
•which iwould hold no water. Under 
such a condition of things tlie city and 
province made no progress: enterprise 
and capital shrunk from the uninviting 
atmospherej the city had the air of a 
town 'that was liniahed, and the pro 
vince at large gave no signs of develop- 
ment. By the outside world and tlie 
immigrant, British Columbia was 
looked upon as a sort of well preservetl 
fossil, that no wave of progress could 
overreach or any stroke of fortune 
vitaliie into life and activity. The 

■ coidmeifcement^f the railroiad on the 
xnainlaifd^'diHlit' lasr, infuse some little 
life into the dead stillness, and the 
gradual increase of visitors whom cu- 
riousity prompted to visit a city they 
regarded as in a state of somnambu- 
lism, actually gave a certain air of 
vitality to it. The jico[)le were well 
oiK and comfortable .mqughj but there 
■waa no' expansiot^^d^after the few 
years that would be requked to fini.sli 
the railway, what was to" become of 
things after that artificial stimulus 
was gonel Probably this fact more 
than any other, made men think and 
become restless and dissatisfied and at 
last turn their eyes on the government 
of the country which had been driving 
away at the same old jog-trot pace 
without a 8Ugge.stiou of inaproyement 
and threatened to . go on forever if 
they were not stopped. They had 
blundered; so inithe little they had at- 
tempted to do that they determined to 
lot jwell alone, and as long as the people 
were satisfied what were the odds. 
But they reckoned without their host; 
the people vere not satisfieil — things 
never got, any better and they threat- 
ened to. get worse. Intimately con 
nected; with the future progress of the 
province wore its relations with the 
Doniiniori Government which bad long 
been in ian unsatisfactory state on ac- 
count of the various questions, wliich 
bad remained unsettSe(i bince confeder- 
ation, and the breacli had been further 
widened by the political and social un- 
fitness of the men who had been .sent 
to Ottawa. The only remedy was new 
blood both in the legislative assembly 
and in the representation at Ottawa. 
The old hands were conilMEed^^ithjthe 
old traditions and theirStefulheias 'w^ 
gone. It .was eBpecially felt to be im- 
perative theire should be a new depar- 
ture in ^regard to the relations of ihe 
province with .the Dominion. The 
election came; the legislative assem- 
hly was to a large extent remodelled; 

* a new ministry came into power and 
-new men were sent to Ottawa. The 
first act of - the new ministry was to 
establish amicable negotiations with 
the Dominion and obtain a settleravnt 
of the claims of the province once and 
for all. The Ministers at Ottawa 
promptly responded; they could deal 
with the new men on the new principle 
of conciliation without embarras.sment. 
Terms of settlement were drawn uj) 
during the ses-sion the main features 
of which were that the dry dock 
.should be taken over and its cost re- 
funded, that the i.sland railway should 
be built, and the railway lands thrown 
open. These wore great points gained; 
they were not substantially all the 
province had a right to expect; but 
they were nob benefits to be lightly 
thrown away. The conditions were 

" embodied in an act which was passed 
at the close of the session, but the act 
slightly differed from the agreenienf: 
and the matter bad to be postponed to 
another session, to the great disappoint- 
ment both of government and people. 
But Sir Alexander Campbell came 
over, and by the course he pursued 
left no doubt that the Dominion was 
acting in good faith and that the whole 
matter rested with the people of this 
province. But even the distant pros- 
pect of getting rid of the dry dock aiid 
the coniraenceniont of the Island rail- 
way was sufficient. Ileal estate, that 
sensitive gauge of conimi ioial prosperi- 
ty,commenced to advance,and property 
which had hitherto heen unsaleable 
began to find a market at good prices; 
the demand for house and hotel accom- 
modatioa in Victoria increased and re- 
mains unsatisfied in spite of all the 
investment- in now buildings. Small 
manufactories increased in number and 
either have- been already started or 
their establishment projected. Next 
spring there will be a large additional 
amount of building going on and it is 
to be hoped that much of it will con- 
sist of houses and cottagea of moderate 
dimension, for with the number of 
men employed on the dry dock and 
island railway, there will be a large 
additional population to provide shelter 
for not to mentioa the nicreusc of 
clbance visitors whiph lively ■ jimoa in

change from the state of things a year 
ago! And it is perfectly safe to say it 
has been caused by the wise j)olicy 
which the present government liave 
almost brought to a successful termina- 
tion. A policy of conciliation abroad 
and progress at home; a policy which 
not onl}' invites the settler but provides 
him when necessary with something to 
do until lie has fairly established him- 
self in the province; a policy which 
notwithstanding some factious at- 
tempts to oppose it,is destinedrtp: mark 
a new era in the history of; British 
Columbia and consign its old isolation 
and traditions to the oblivion of the 
past forever. 

NANAIMO AGAIN! 

Niinaimo has broken out in* another 
violent rash. At a meeting hold Inst 
evening it waa resolved that the raising of 
the price of coul lands outside of the rail- 
way reserve to a price above that of §10 
an aero ia opposod to the best interests of 
the province. The resolution is based on 
a miBapprehension, there being no pro- 
position or intention to raise the price of 
coal lands above the price fixed in 1870 
by the W.ilkom-Beaven govorninent. The 
further statouiont that tho amendments to 
the Settlement Bill are not in tho inter- 
est of the province ic confuted by the fact 
that tho most important amendment is 
that which gives settlors the right to ac- 
quire land at §1 an aero and places tiie 
custody of tho land and tho 
power to issue crown grants in 
the hands of the local government. 
Tho bill as originally passed placed the 
.settlor at the mercy of tho company, 
which the Nunaimo meeting of Inst night 
first condemned as a heartless monopoly 
and then expressed regret that tho .set- 
tlors were not left in their handa ! Tlio 
only other essential amendment is one 
which -withdraws from the company the 
military and naval reserves. All pcr.^ona 
outside of Naniimo would be inclined to 
consider the' wlthdrawal of several thous- 
and acrfes from tho company without any 
equivalent to bu an important concejwion. 
Tho last rusohition calls on the govern- 
ment Co commit an unconstitutional act, 
viz.: to submit tho Settlement Bill to a 
direct voto of tlie people. There is no 
provision in tho constitution that. allows 
a plebiscite. The only possible method 
is to deal with tho question through the 
people's repreaont^itives, luul the proposi- 
tion to take it out of their hund.s is an in- 
.sult ti\,their intelligence.

a body to be influenced by any outside 
vapouringa unless they are in consonance 
with tho course it has adopted in tho in- 
terest of tho public, and will, no doubt, 
resist any attempt to mislead its judgment 
by false reasoning.

The* too common practice in vogue of 
bulldozing members by hole and coi nor 
meetings,appeal8 to public prejudice, mis- 
representation of facts, and other acts 
resorted to by those who have selfish 
objects in view and others left out in the 
cold, ia not only reprehensible but un- 
worthy of tho object to bo attained, be 
tliat what it may, and ought not to bo 
countenanced by respectable people unless 
justified by some great provocation or to 
avert some public calamity.

Honor to Whom iroiior is Diio. 

To TUB Editoh:— In a number of your 
valuable paper on Mr. Sandford Fleming's 
return to this city after his trip throug'i 
tho paiaea, I saw an account of an inter- 
view with him m which heatatea that "ho, 
with Major Ilogera, Profeasur Grant, and 
Mossrj. R. Fleming'ttnd A. Rogers (a 
nephew of the Major's), had formed a 
Canadian Alpine Club, first naming the 
pass through the mountains by tho Illo- 
cilleweat river the; ."Rogeiji PBsa."' It is 
a well known fact that Mr. Walter 
Moborly, C. E, , tho oldest pioneer engi- 
neer in this province, explored two-thirds 
of the distance across this pass for the 
provincial government, luidor directions 
of the Uon. Joseph Trutch, then, I be- 
lieve, surveyor-general. I have his report 
before ibe:- — 

Extract from Report of Mr. Moberly "on 
lUecillewoat River, December 18th, 
1805. 

"On leaving Jlr. TurnbuU at mouth 
of this stream (lllecillowoat), I pro- 
ceeded up its' northerly or right hank 
for a diataiice of about 40 miles, at wliich 
point the river divides into two streams of 
nearly equal size; the general bearing of 
one valley above the forks, as far as can 
bo seen from that point, being north 14 
dc}}. east; that of tho other valley nearly 
eaat. 

THE tATTKH VAtLKV 

Was evidently tho one that, judging from 
its general bearing, would be moat likely 
to afford a pass in the direction wished 
for. I, , therefore, tried to induce - the 
Indians I hem with me, by every possible 
persuasion, to accompany ine across the 
Selkirk range and make for Wild Horso 
creek. (The Columbia river Indians 
would from: the'firatibnly engage to go as 
far as the head waters of the Illecillcweat.) 
xV'l my efforts were, however, unavailing, 
aa they aflirmed that if wo went on wo 
ahoulrl be caiifjht in the aiiow and never 
get out of tho mountains. .\s I f<jund it 
would not be possible to complete the ex- 
ploration of the eaiferly branch . B0y,a8< to 
arrive at a definite conclusion to itV 
siiitableiiesa for a line of road throughout 
to the upper Columbia, iind aa a partial 
exploration would only be a waste of time 
and money, for should it bo explored 
throughout at any future time, which I 
would recommend, tho same ground would 
have to be traversed again. " = 

The route indicated by Mr. Moberly is 
tho one now followed by the Canadian 
Pacific railway, and with wliat justice it 
can bo called other than tho "Moberly 
Pass" 1 leave the reader to judge. In the 
n*mu year, 1805, Eagle pasa was discover- 
ed. Mr. Moberly waa tho first white man 
who crossed through it to tho Columbia; 
and'to his untiring snorgy and great pro- 
fesflional ability is due the honor of hav- 
ing first indicated tho correct and only 
direct way across the Selkirka and roach 
tho navigable waters of the interior. Had 
Mr. Moberly a advice been taken, and his 
views, I believe, vvoro in perfect accord 
with those of lion. .Joseph Trutch, then 
lioutonant governor of the province, 
million.s of public money would have been 
saved and the costly and uaelef^a surveys 
to the north prevented. At this late day 
it is gratifying to know that there were 
aoinc professional men who deofdedly 
objected to tho course 'pursued, and, 
althougli government decided adversely to 
thoir views, present events prove their 
correctness. It is to be hoped that tardy 
justice will be done and the man iwhoso 
name is ahouachold word in this province, 
bo honored aa ho justly deserves.

CONTRACT 

For the Construction of the 
l-:squinialt' 'and Nauaimo 
Itailwuy. 



Having shown a few weeks ago a pic- 
ture of the present palatial office of Th4 
Colonist, we give above a fairly accurate 
representation of the appearance of The 
Colonist office in 1858. The building stood 
on Wharf street, nearly on the site of one 
of the brick stores lately leased to Mr. 
Lubbo. It was built of wood — as nearly 
all builditigs in those days wore; but cost, 
we are informed, a large sum to complete. 
In "that building thiBjournal first saw the 
Jight on the 11 thr December, 1858, just 
25 years ago yesterday. The changes that 
have taken place during the quarter of a 
century are nnst gratifying; but the iin^ 
provemont.has been more marked during 
the past year in consequehoe sof i .the wise 
policy of the local government and the 
certain prospect of the early construction 
of the Island railway. There is' every 
prospect that the city and province are 
about to. advance by "leaps and bounds."

HoNGEONO, Dec. n. — There is no news 
from Bacninh or Sontag. An attack was 
proposed for the 5th.

An officer just returned from Canton 
saya tho p.ial week has been the most an- 
xious ono for eighteen years. On Mon- 
day General Pang arrived with a portion 
of hia army, a body of 4,000 fine aoldiora 
from the north, who came to guard Can- 
ton while others tako the Gold.Thia arrival 
was taken advantage of by secret socie- 
ties, and Chinese nihilists, who are 
inimical to the viceroy and to legitimate 
government. They at once began to ia- 
suo bogus manifestoes purpox-ting to have 
como from General Pang, that ho came to 
enforce imperial edicts and evict all for- 
eigners, as well ao the viceroy who sus- 
tained them. Those caused intenao ex- 
citement, and emboldened tho mob to 
make an attack on a chapel, Tho viceroy's 
troops arrived almost immediately before 
any material injury waa done, and drove 
the mob away. Thay now guard tho 
building and at the same time other chap- 
els that wero threatened, some of which 
have existed over forty years. Counsul 
Seymour, when appealed to by American 
missionaries, notified the viceroy, who at 
once sent a note assuring them uf his de- 
sire and power to protect them, and all 
anxiety is allayed for tho prosont.

Some 
of them were frozen to death, while othera 
died from sheer- exhaustion and exposure 
to the wind.

Sydney, N.S. W., Doc. 8.— The bill 
favoring tho formation of a federal coun- 
cil drawn by international conference 
provides that each colony be represented 
by two members and the crown by one 
member from each colony. There will be 
yearly sessions and any three of the 
colonies, by comp.act, may .summon an 
extra session. The first session will be 
held in Tasmania. Tho council will be 
invested with legislative authority re- 
garding the relation ef tho colonies with 
Pacific islanders, so as to prevent an in- 
flux of criminals,aud with respect tp mat- 
ters of marriages, divorco8,naturalization, 
"enforcement of criminal process, extradi- 
tion, colonial defences, quarantine regu- 
lations^ patents, copyrights and bills of 
exchang^^|t6yMiusent w be necessary 
to give assen£'td'any decision of the coun- 
cil; and may be given through the gov- 
ernor of the colony when the council may 
bo sitting. 

The international conference has passed 
a resolution against tho landing in New 
Guinea of convicts from other islands 
and against the recognition of purchases 
of land in New Guinea before British 
dominion over the island has l>een estab- 
lished.
